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The  next  day  after  graduation  from  the  University  of 
Iowa,  I  journeyed  down  South  to  see  what  I  could  do  with 
my  Marshalltown  High  School  and  University  of  Iowa  edu- 
cation. Wandering  around  the  country,  I  found  this  more 
than  a  century-old  cedar  tree  (at  bottom  of  the  page)  and 
an  old  slave-day  cabin  that  housed  a  drove  of  wild  sheep 
and,  just  a  stone's  throw  away,  a  spring  of  cool,  refreshing 
water. 

After  discovering  this  picturesque  place,  I  would  come 
up  each  day  and  read  my  papers  and  magazines  and 
day  dream.   One   day  a  boy  came   up  with   me.   I  handed 


him  something  to  read.  He  looked  at  it  and  handed  it  back. 
I  said,  "  1  mean  for  you  to  read  it."  "I  can't  read,"  he  an- 
swered. "Why?"  "Well,  I  was  bound  out  when  a  lad  and 
never  got  to  go  to  school  and  ain't  been  free  long."  I  started 
in  to  teach  him.  Next  day  another  boy  came  and  soon 
there  were  30  odd  boys  and  girls  coming  up  to  the  old  tree 
to  be  taught.  After  several  v/eeks,  it  started  to  rain — I  looked 
over  at  the  old  sheep  cabin;  they  had  a  hearty  laugh.  We 
cleaned  out  the  compost,  white-washed  it,  repaired  it  and 
moved  in.  I  had  not  yet  thought  I  was  beginning  a  school.

To  do  this  and  teach  the  other  branches  of  practical  science,  we  need  a  building  that 
will  contain  modem  classrooms  for  science  classes  and  other  academic  subjects  as  well. 

The  material  will  cost  approximately  $90,000.00  toward  which  we  have  pinched  off  here  and  there 
and,  with  some  special  help,  have  now  in  the  First  National  Bank  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  under  Piney 
Woods  School  Building  Fund  $36,000.00  and  ten  thousand  dollars  in  Government  Bonds. 

If  we  can  get  the  remaining  amount,  our  boys  will  make  the  brick  and  do  most  of  the  construc- 
tion work.
